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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 43-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

This is a new matter rejection. 

This rejection is maintained essentially for the reasons made of record in the 
previous Office action, mailed 7/27/04, and maintained in the Advisory action, mailed 
11/1/04. 

To recapitulate, the specification and claims as originally filed do not provide 
support for the invention as now claimed: "aligning the selected segments based on 
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homology with the template promoter to derive a first synthetic promoter having 
between about 60% to about 90% homology over the entire length of the template 
promoter". There is not sufficient written description for the above-mentioned limitations 
in the specification as filed. The specification does not contain any guidance or 
description of identifying a first synthetic promoter having between 60% to about 90% 
homology over the entire length of the template promoter. 

As was set forth in the Advisory action, mailed 1 1/1/04, applicant's arguments 
submitted on 9/27/04, in which it was stated that support for the amendment to the claim 
was present at page 1 1 , line 6-20, is not found convincing. Page 1 1 , lines 6-20 does 
not contain support for the recitation in claim 43 (and by dependence in claims 44 and 
45) of "a first synthetic promoter having between about 60% to about 90% homology 
with the template promoter". The only mention at the cited section pertaining to 
homology, states that "[s]egments of sequence similar to the query sequence, i.e., the 
known or newly discovered promoter, are identified and selected. Segments are 
considered similar if they have between 60% and 100% sequence identity over the 
segment being examined. These segments are usually 20-100 bases in length, 
although smaller or longer segments can also be selected. The selected sequences are 
aligned in linear order according to the sequence of the promoter being modified. The 
resultant promoter is a hybrid promoter comprised of sequences similar to but different 
from the original promoter". There is no disclosure of a synthetic promoter which has 
between about 60% to 90 % homology to the template promoter. 
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Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the response to this Office 
Action. Alternatively, applicant is invited to point out sections of the specification which 
provide sufficient written support for the claims under rejection.

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and 
could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office 
action if they had been entered in the earlier application. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS
